“Drama is a clash of 
wills” and the only way of presenting the 
idea of a clash of wills is through the me- 
diumship of sound and form and action. 
The so-called higher form of drama is no 
whit different from the wildest melodrama 
excepting in this: that the passions and 
motives which, in the melodrama, sway the 
actors to base and heroic deeds are, in the 
more polished plays, kept in restraint. 


More action is suggested than is actually 


shown. It is as if the actors sald to the 


audience, “If we hint at anything that 


pleases, finish the action on the stage of 
your own mind; if you would be ashamed 
of the natural consequences of the motives 
we suggest, let the curtain drop!” | 

In other words, the “clash of wills“ and 
the battles which take place in the heart of 
every individual (so brazenly apparent in 
the melodrama) are, in the more finished 
production, removed from the emotional to 
the intellectual plane. This trick may ren- 
der tha play more ethical, more philosovh- 
ical and more exclusive in its appeal (which 
may be the reason for ultra-‘ashionable 
theaters.) but whether this change of ap- 
peal from the emotions to the intellect 
makes better drama is a question over 
which critics will probably continue to 
wrangle for some time to come,
